Shortage Food 
Supply in 1943 
Now Predicted 


CALGARY, Jan, 28.—(CP)—A 
Serious food supply situation in 
Canada this year was forecast to- 
day by H. H. Hannam of To- 
ronto in his presidential address 
at the seventh annual meeting 
Of the Canadian Federation of 
agriculture here. 

“With some food shortages and 
rationing now a reality, with fur- 
ther shortages and more rationing! 
certain in the near future,” he said,| 


“Canada is heading straight for 
more serious difficulties and fur- 
ther embarrassment in her food 


supply situation during 1943 

“It is true that our huge stocks 
of feed grain are one insurance 
against such an eventuality. How- 
ever, unless an adequate farm 
manpower program is forthcoming 
immediately and unless some bet- 
ter procedure is found for formul- 
ating and administering price con- 


trol policies on foodstuffs, the 
situation is bound to get worse 
instead of better,” 

He said shortage of farm man 
power is the biggest single item 
on the unfavorable side of agri 
culture's balance sheet The 


longer it is neglected the worse it 
gets 

Mr. Hannam said that a summary 
of farm forum findings across 
Canada shows that almost unanim- 
ously they believe the order last 
March freezing men on the farm 
has been ineffective. While it had 
kept some men, others have left 
and are leaving for better paid 
work, even up ito the present time. 

Nearly three months ago the 
executive of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture interviewed the

“We Communists clearly and 
boldly denounce the present war as 
an imperialistic one, on both sides 
from which the peoples of either 
country have nothing to gain. The 
peoples who suffer from this war 
will not be patient but will prepare 
to take the decision into their own 
hands if our present ‘statesmen’ do 
not stop the war. We point out that 
in Europe this means that the war 
can have only the effect of placing 
the socialist revolution on the order 
of business as a practical question.” 

In another document issued by 
the New York Communist publish 
ing house in February, 1940, en- 
titled “I didn’t raise my boy to be 
a soldier for Wall Street,” Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn wrote: “The best in 
,;surance to keep off the toboggan 

ide into war is an ultimatum to 
our government; ‘Stay neutral; not 
a dollar for war.’ Starve the war 
feed America first! We must hurry 
Already President Roosevelt has 
started along the road that led 
Woodrow Wilson to war.”

March. This is charged against the 
Saskatchewan board, for instance, 
All such decisions were plainly at 
variance with the regulations. Hon, 
J. G, Gardiner, minister of agricul- 
ture, speaking at Saskatoon on 
January 14, 1943, made it clear that 
4 board must, under mandatory 
provisions of the regulations, grant 
indefinite postponement to any 
person fully or mainly employed in 
agriculture 

In the case of the London board, 
special circumstances have inter- 
fered with prbper functioning of 
‘the board. The regulations require 
that a superior court judge must be 
chairman, but in Ontario, superior 
court judges live mostly in Toronto 
and the London board has met 
only infrequently. The boards con- 
sist of three members and a 
quorum consists of two, one of 
whom must be the chairman or 
deputy chairman. There is no ~au- 
| thority for a single member of the 
|board, or any officia] such as the 
| registrar, to decide an application, 
| These are points on which unifor- 
mity or board operations is sought,
